NATION TO HONOR 
FLIER WHO CAVE 
LIFE IN RESCUE 


Bennett Will Be Buried 
With Full Naval Honors 
Near Body of Peary in 
Arlington. 


Wallkinaton, April °6.—(P)—Sol- 
emn, final tribute will be offered to- 
morrow to one of the navy’s greatest 
aviators when a navy firing squad 
salutes Floyd Bennett with three vol- 
leys across his grace in Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery. 

With all military honors, the pilot 
of Cémmander Byrd’s north pole plane 
will take his place among the na- 
tion’s heroes, close to the resting place 
of one with whom he shares polar 
fame—Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary. 

Funeral services for the aviator who 
ranked high in the regard of his com- 
rades in contrast to his official rat- 
ing as naval machinist will be held 
at 3 o’clock, immediately after the 
body reaches the capital from New 
York. 

Itear Admiral Moffett, chief of the 
navy bureau of aeronautics, and As- 
sistant Secretary,of War Davison will 
be among the officials who will meet 
the funeral party upon its arrival 
from New York. Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Warner will attend the 
funeral as acting secretary in the 
absence of Secretary Wilbur who has 
an engagement in Richmond,, Va. 

Both Commander Byrd and Mrs. 
Bennett will arrive with the group 
bringing the body from Quebec, 

At Arlington, on a flag-draped army 
caisson, and followed by a navy escort, 
the body of the man who flew to the 
pole will be carried through the ceme- 


tery to the grave. . 
The funeral procession, which will 
form at Arlington gate, will include 
three squads of bluejackets, from the 
president’s yacht, the Mayflower, % 
navy firing squad, and a bugler to 
sound “Taps.” 
‘Contrary to the plan first an- 
nounced, it is now thought. probable 
that no formation of navy planes will 
escort the funeral. Fifty enlisted men 
from the navy air station at’ Anacos- 
tia, however, have asked permission 
to attend in a body, and it is expect- 
ed that eve officer from the sta- 
tion who will be free at that time 
will be present. 

The casket will be ecqrried at the 
funeral by a detail of navy enlisted 


men.

Escape Celebration Until 
They Pay Tribute to 
Man ‘Who Gave Life To 
Save Them.

Murray Bay, Quebec, April 26.—The 
relief plane carrying the German-Irish 
crew of the Junkers’ monoplane. 
Bremen, now abandoned temporarily 
where she landed two week. ago at 
the end of her trans-Atlantie flight. 
landed on the ice of lake St. Agnes 
at 3:52 this afternoon, following a 
non-stop flight of eight hours and 45 
minutes from Greenely island. She 
is being transferred from. skiis_ to 
wheels tonight and will take off at 6 
o'clock tomorrow morning, weather 
permitting, for a direct flight to. Wash- 
ington, in order that Captain Hermann 
Koehl, Major James Fitzmaurice and 
Freiherr Gunter von Huenefeld may 
lay a wreath on the grave of Floyd 
Bennett in Arlington cemetery as their 
first official act in the United States. 

It is planned to keep the trans-At- 
lantic aviators away from any sort of 
reception in the capital. They will 
not even call on the president or the 
diplomatic representatives of their own 
Their wish is to make of 
this visit to Washington a pure pil- 
grimage of homage to the man who 
gave his life in the heroic efforts that 
were made to bring them from isola- 
tion to civilization. 

Bernt Balchen, pilot of the great 

trimotored Alliance plane on the 
round trip to Greenely island. will 
again be at the controls on the flight 
to Washington. 
. The entire crew of the-relief plane 
will spend Friday night in’ seclusion 
on Bolling field and fly back to New 
York on Saturday for the welcome 
planned there. 

Miss Herta Junkers, daughter of the 
Bremen’s designer, also will be in the 
plane with Fitzmaurice, Koehl and 
Huenefeld, as will Charles Murphy. 
the Alliance corespondent who accom- 
panied the plane to Greenely island, 
and Carl Wenzel. the mechanic who 
enme here with the big: plane on the 
flight from Detroit. 

A number of planes probably will 
escort the Alliance relief plane to her 
destination, among them a Fairchild

Six old men, stooped and gray, 
plodded with uncertain feet down 
Whitehall street. Behind them, in mo- 
tor bus and automobiles, came about 
three dozen more, too feeble to at- 
tempt the march between reverent 
crowds,

of military, school, civic, honorary 
and memorial organizationg marched 
to do honor to the living remnant 
and the ghostly host of those who 
bore through the rigors of four years 
of the most sanguinary warfare the 
world has ever known a starred and 
barred banner that never knew dis- 
grace, that carried in its folds the 
sacred ideals of a noble people and 
that surrendered only when all save 
honor had succumbed to the might 
of gteater numbers*® and heavier ar- 
tillery. 

It was Atlanta’s annual Memori» 


day parade. In tribute to the day all 
business in the city ceased. In tribute 
to the indomitable spirits of the fast- 
fading host, all. Atlanta stood at at- 
tention as the white-headed heroes 
passed by; all Atlanta felt again the 
clutch at the heart and the revivify 
ing power of a sacred memory.

A little later as the Confederatc 
monolith in Oakland cemetery silently 
led the eyes upward past its peak to 
the last bivouac of the gray, far 
away in the immensity of cloud-flecked 
blue, a crowd stood and heard Govy- 
ernor L. G. Hardman, as orator of 
the day, tell how the south had fought. 
not for a section, but for an ideal of

INVALID MURDERS 
SULIGITOUS Wirt 


Kills Woman Who Had 
Worked To Support Him 
for 14 Years; Gives No 
Reason. : 


Miami, Fla., April 26.—(/)—Firing 
from the wheel chair in which he has 
been. confined practically all of the 
time for 14 years, Bert Campbell, 57, 
today shot and killed his wife who 
had waited on him during the long 


illness. 

Then he rolled the chair to the tele- 
phone and called police headquarters, 
explaining in a casual voice what 
had happened and asking for officers 
to be sent out. Police found him wait- 
ing coolly near. the body. 

Investigating officers said they 
were assured the slayer was tempo- 
rarily insane. 

“I found it impossible to live with 
her,”’ police quoted him as saying 
one they entered the house. “I shot 
er.”’ 

He told, they said, of attempting 
to leave home a short time ago and 
being brought back by his wife from 
Key West. He told newspapermen 
“family difficulties’ made it impos- 
sible to live with his wife. 

“A short time ago,” he said, “I 
conferred with a Miami attorney rela- 
tive to a divorce, but was informed 
that I could not get one. So I shot 
her. It was my answer.” 

Neighbors discounted the idea of 
“family difficulties,” saying the Camp- 
bells were never known to quarrel. 
The neighbors believed Mrs. Camp- 
bell to be the family’s sole support, 
working mostly at night at her pro- 
fession.of nursing in order to care for 
her husband during the day, but offi- 
cers said they found evidence that 
Campbell owned considerable property 
and might be classed as wealthy. 

They were married 16 years ago in 
Racine, Wis, 

Campbell’s aim was poor. He wait- 
ed just inside the door until] bis wife 
came back from the curb where she 
had talking with friends in an 
automobile, and fired three shots as 
she entered the house. Only one took 
effect, striking her in the breast.

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SENATE REQUESTS 
STEWART BE TRIED 


Quashes Contempt 
Charge But Directs At- 
torney To Prosecute Oil 
Head for Perjury. 


April 26.—(United 
unanimous vote the 
senate today directed the United 
States district attorney here to ex- 
amine the Teapot Dome committee 
testinony of Robert W. Stewart, 
head of the Standard Oil of Indiana, 
with a view to seeking his indictment 
for perjury. 

This acticn was preceded by strong 
criticism of Stewart in which Chair- 
man INye, of the senate Teapot Dome 
commitiee, compared him with Bene- 
dict Arnold, and Senator Norris, Ne- 
braska republican, said Stewart is 
“either a fool or a crook, an! every- 
body knows he is not a fool.” 

At the same time the senate voted 
to drop its own contempt arrest pro 
ceedings against Stewart, but assed 
the district attorney to prosecute the 
contempt indictment now in the lo- 


cal. courts. 

Stewurt was ordered arrested by 
the senute some months ago for re- 
fusing to answer questions before the 
senate Teapot Dome committee. He 
reappeared this week ard submitted 
to questioning, therefore, the senate 
held that its own direct attempt to 
compel him to testify need not be 
pressed, but it decided that he sheuld 
be prosecuted under the criminal laws 
for refusing to testify in the first 
place. 

In his first testimony Stewart said 
he knew nothing about the distmbu- 
tion of the Continental Trading com- 
pany bonds, In his second appearance 
he admitted receivig $759.500 in Lib- 
erty bouds from the president of the 
Continental company. aithougb he in 
sisted he did not know these came 
from Continental profits. For this and 
other alleged discrepancies the serate 
decided to seek perjury prosecution. 

The senate’s action was a defeat 
for Senator Walsh, of Montana, 
prosecutor of the Teapot Dome in- 
vestigation. who recommended merely 
that the senate drop its contempt 
case, Chairman Nye of the comnut- 
tee and Senator Norris led the fight 
for more positive action. 

Walsh admitted there were “many 
irreconcilable differences between 
Stewart's testimony on ihe tirst and 
second oc@sions.” Nye said Stewart 
was evasive and probably did wot 
tell all he knew. Glass, Virginia 
democrat, said the testimgny clearly 
indicated Stewart had “lied to protect 
his partner in crime, Sinclair.”

Washington, April 26.—(4#)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge having expressed ob- 
jection today to some of the house 
amendments to the Mississippi river 
flood control bill, the measure must g@ 
to conference where efforts will be 
made to make such changes as will 
meet presidential views. 

The president’s objections 
made known to Chairman Jones, . of 
the senate commerce committee, au- 
thor of the 325,000,000 measure, and 
will be outlined in more detail in a 
memorandum which Mr. Coolidge will 
send to the senator tomorrow. ; 

At that time the commerce commit- 
tee will consider the bill as the house 
changed it, and after the president's 
views have been studied, Senator Jones 
will move that the bill be sent back 
to the house with a request for a con- 
ference. % 

The Washiugton senator Is confi- 
dent that the conferees will be able 
to report back a bill which not only 
will be eertain of signature by the 
chief executive, but also one that will 
gain the approval of both bouses of 
COnLress., 

President Coolidge was given a draft 
of the bill with all of the house amend- 
ments numbered for easy reference 
and they weut over the measure brief- 
ly with the president pointing owt

Need for Relief. 


_ Haugen declared the need for re- 
lief still was as great as when the 
farm problem first was brought before 
congress several years ago. He also 
covered many points set forth in his 
lengthy report filed with the house in- 
dorsing the bill and urging its enact- 
ment and which, in detail, took up the 
revisions mude in the new measure. 

Aswell said that an “organized lob- 
by, called the ‘corn belt lobby.’ want- 
ed the bill vetoed to make it appear 
that they had given Lowden an issue 
on which to run for the presidency.” 
Hé declared that this lobby had sat 
outside of the agriculture committee 
room door to keep watch on the com 
mittee during its deliberations in 
executive session. 

The lobby also threatened to hang 
“the skins” of members on a “fence 
rail” at home if they refused to sup- 
port the equalization fee, he continued 
adding : 


Coolidge’s Veto. 


“If there is one thing that could 
draft President Coolidge, it would. be 
another veto of this measure.” 

Aswell said that -democrats had 
been urged to vote for the bill to put 
the president in the hole, but that 
Mr.' Coolidge had ‘‘dlvnamited the 
hole” and that his veto had swept 
“like wildfire across the continent.” 

Aswell declared that the committee 

had not started work on farm relief 
until January because the farm repre- 
sentatives did not reach Washington 
until then and that it would have been 
impossible to start without them. 
_ It appears to me that after spend- 
ing four years studying agriculture. 
he continued, “that it is a vain, child- 
ish thing to pass this bill when we 
know it never can become a law. This 
measure was written and. driven 
through the committee by organized 
farm representatives. It does not rep- 
yesent the intelligence of the commit- 
tee nor the view of the American 
farmers.”

Yet if 
is pretended that they may be con- 
trolled and supereeded in their exer- 
cise by the federal tribunals.”

The Constitution Must Control. 

No one can dispute that the con- 
stitution of the United States must 
coutrol in fixing the eriminal juris- 
diction of the United States and the 
authority of the federal tribunals. 

Those atfributes of sovereignty are 
not interchangeable. The supreme

Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, April 
26.—(/)—Having carried out a suc- 
cessful raid on,La Luz y Los Angeles 
mine April 12, the Sandino rebels plan- 
ned an attack on Puerto Cavezas, where 
there are numerous Americans. There 
is, however, a strong force of marines 
here under Major Nutley as well as 
an American warship, and no fear has 
been aroused by the threat. 

The raiders cleaned out the mine, 
looted severa}] other American owned 
mines, carried off everything they 
could take along with them and de- 
stroyed as much as possible. It was 
stated that they expected to effect 
a junction with General Sandino him- 
self at Pis Pis and thence march 
to Puerto Cabezas, an eight-day jour- 
ney by foot. 

The general opinion here is that the 
threat was a great biuff, for the 
rebels. are aware that this city now 
is under strong guard. 

The raid on La Luz mine was 
led by General Giron, who holds. a 
commission under Sandino ::nd he vas 
under orders to kill the superintend- 
ent, Harry Amphlett, an Erglishman. 
It was at first reported that Amph- 
lett had been captured b~ the rebels, 
but this proved t» be erroneous since 
he was off on an expedition, and so 
escaped capture. In addition to gold, 
i'mules and other stock, money to the 
i value of $10,000 was carried off, and 
the personal effects of those employed 
iat the mine were either stolen or de- 
stroyed. 

American Held Captive. 


The neighboring village of Siuna 
also was pillaged and the native wonm- 
en mistreated. Giron and hts guerril- 
Jas left La Luz April 13 for the Pis 
Pis mining district, 20 miles distant, 
promising to return the next day. 

The assistant manager of the mine, 
an American, George B,> Marshall, 
was seized by the rebels. A note has

Womer = nurses 
have been recognized for a generation, 
until now there are only a few men 
nurses, most of them with special 
training for special types of cases. For 
general nursing women are far more 
capable than men, The nurse to a 
far greater degree than many of us 
realize shares with the doctor the re- 
sponsibility of a patient stricken by 
a serious illness. The doctor diagnoses 
and prescribes, but the nurse must 
carry out the required treatment. 


“Therefore. the same type of wom- 
en who succeeded at nursing can suc 
ceed as physicians and scores of them 
have. There are many, many types 
of cases and of patients that can be 
handled more effectively by a woman 
than by a man. , 

“Especially in pediatrics, the com- 
paratively new specialty of prescrib- 
ing diet and general regimen for in- 
fants are women succeeding every- 
Where. I predict that within a decade 
the city in the Unitéd States without 
a woman specializing in’ pediatrics 
will be rare. Not only in prestige but 
in results, this is an especially val- 
unble branch of medicine. Anyone 
who has seen a skillef ‘baby special- 
ist” take a puny, sickly, backward 
little baby, apparently doomed to a 
life of disease, if not to early death, 
and turn this child back to its parents 
in less than a year, healthy and ro- 
bust hag a new definition of the word 
miracle at hand.
